of the spine. Hip joint disease is 
tuberculosis of the hip. When the 
hip is involved the pain is usually 
in the knee. "Starting pains," as 
they ^are called, occur mostly at 
night and are caused by a muscu- 
lar spasm. 
Barents sometimes 


diagnose these night disorders as 
"growing pains f ' but if the pains 
are coupled with' a slight lameness 
that seems to grow progressively 
worse, there should be no delay in 
consulting a competent physician. 


Treatment directed towards rais- 


ing the nutrition of the patient to 
the highest point is important. The 
local treatment must be carried on 
by £ surgeon. 
• f-Broken bones in children and in 
adults show certain marked differ- 
ences. 
In 
immaturely formed 


bones the injury does not com- 
pletely sever the two ends of the 
fracture, merely breaking certain 
parts of the bone and bending 
other parts. The technical name 
for this is "green stick fracture," 
because it is so like the incomplete 
result when one tries to break a 
green twig. 
In a person of advanced years 


a fracture is usually serious, for 
the lack of vitality in the aged of- 
ten keeps the parts of the injured 
bone from reuniting. The angle 
of the bones in the hip joint is al- 
tered in old age, vrhich is the rea- 
son we find so many fractured 
hips in persons of advanced age.

In this disease the 
bones are abnormally soft, causing 
various d e f o r m i tie s, of which 
pigeon breast and bow legs are the 
most characteristic. 


The symptoms of rickets are not 
particularly definite, vague pains 
in the spine, knee or hip being the
